(c) the 10th March, 1960, as the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures; 

(d) the 24th March, 1960, as the date on which a poll shall, if necessary, be 

taken; and 

(e) the 31st March, 1960, as the date before which the election shall be 

completed.

(2) appoints, in respect of the said election, the officer specified against 

that State in column 3 to assist the said Returning Officer.
